Persistent  rumors  have  been  circulating  which 
are  alleged  to  reveal  startling  irregularities  in 
the  Lehigh  Mathematics  Department.  It  is  al- 
leged that,  according  to  the  departmental  regu- 
lation, 33 1/3  out  of  every  hundred  students 
must  receive  failing  marks;  but  the  rumor  goes 
that  only  32  were  failed  last  February.
